Editor Britioii Coloni-.t : — By section 
Q of tho " County Court Ordmunco, 
1807," 30 inucii of tbo lollowiriij enact- 
menla of the Imperial Parliament of the 
Uuited Kingiioiii, viZ- :— ' ■

as are applicable to, tbis Opjfooy are thef'c- 
by adopted and enacted as the law of this 
Colony, subject to the provi,sion3 of the 
taid Ordinance. And liy section 14 of 
tho Bame Ordiiiunce, the Judge or Jiidgo-s 
of the Supreme Coui't of Civil Justice of 
British Columbia tuny, siilject to the 
Slime being conGruled bjr , the Oor.ernor, 
make i ulcs, &c., for the procedure diid 
practice ot the County Courts. But in 
the ijieaiitiuio, niiii until the tniiking and 
conliriiiiition of any Kiicli rules, &c., the 
pniclico in .siiuli courts mid the ffcs to he 
taken therein, shall in ull things, as nearly 
aa roaj, be conformed to tbe pru.otice, fees

Ami 
this Act varies certain of the provis oiw 
ill the 9 und lO Vic!,oriii, and repeals the 
ecclioiis relatiiig to landlord and tenant 

Slaluto 14 and 1.") Victoria, chapter 
52, consists of 12 scction.s. Tho statiito 
16 and 16 Victoria, cliu|)ter 54, consists 
of 19 ^eclion3, and repeals section l3 and 
|i,ii l of section 14 of 13 and 14 Victoria ; 
ond albo [iiirt of seelion 9l of 9 and 10 
Victoria. Tho sta'-uto 19 and 20 Vic- 
toria, chapter 108, repeals iiuuierous sec- 
tions in the Acts of 9 and 10 Victoria, 
12 and l3 Victoria, 13 and 14 Victoria, 
and 15 and 16 Victoria, wbioh sectioua 
are set out in the schedule thereto.

English law is aflfected by tho sections of 
the Ordmanco. its,Q)f. .In England it was 
thonght necessary that the County Court 
Judges should be appointed from ftmon^^t 
barristers of 1 yecirs standing, or barris- 
ters or attorneys who bad sat as Judges 
in certain small debts courts, iheu previ- 
onsly in exiBtencc. And bjr 19 and 20 
Victoria, sdcb ' Judges are to receive sal- 
aries of $1,200 per a,nnaru ; and tbo 
quaHficatiOn|^&rflA9;i>Depnty Jtldge was 
that the person shoald be a barrister of 3 
years standing, or nd milted as an attor- 
ney for 10 years ; and by 19 and 20, tho 
qualifiotiou is that such pursou should 
bo a barrister of t years standing. 
Although in England it was thought 
necessary to limit tho appointmeut of 
Jiidtrcs of tho County Court to men of 
legal cx])eriencc, and a person cannot bo 
appointed as a deputy Judge unless ho be 
of 7 years staudiug at the bar, yet by 
the ih'ird sectioh of tbe Ordinance which 
was declared law on the 17ib of Sept- 
ember last, the Governor is empowered 
(o appoint any Sti[)endiary Magistrate or 
Justice of the Peace to ba a Couuty Court 
Judge. 

If the gentlemen holding tho olDco of 
Stipeodary Magistrate in this Colony 
were as in England selected from the 

nictnbers of the bar, it would be well to 
give them tho appointment— although 
they might not bo of the required number 
of years standing — but ns it is well 
known that for most part the Stipendiary 
Magistrates were before their appointnient 
08 such private gentlemen, or half pay or 
retired offieern, we shall Lave to witness 
tho absurdity of persons who have not 
had an opportunity of acquiring any 
k 11 w 1 c dgo lh"r law'adj udicating-in' oirll 
lua'tcrs. 

It is perfecllyt.|r3e'^^tl}at,it,tb8 litigonts 
are ndt satisfied 'wllli ifie decUion of tho 

Judge, lliey are al liberty to appeal to 
tbe iSii|)rei!iG Court of Civil Justice ; but 
is it right that, this should bo used us an 
argument in favor of Ihe nppoiulmeiit of 
men not conversaut- with tho law to the 
poMtion of Judges ? As the costs of the 
appeal must be borne' bf tbe litigan's, 
and it must bo perfectly chance work 
whether the decision of 'snfih 'judgoa are 
rigiit or wri.ng, and as, moreover, even this 
right of appeal can bo effectually taken 
away by the County Judges themselves 
sbobWftJfejj^^lljdido^ to have their 
decisfoiis (^esfionea by a higher nnthoritv, 
as by ibc last clause of section 8 of llie 
Ordinance, tho amount of security for the 
do'it and costs of the oppeal is left eii- 
tirulv at the discretion of the judxe, and 
ill one iiistiiDce, which a sliort time ago 
coiuo to my knowledge, where the plaintiff 
wished to appeal, their right wos effect- 
iially barred by the excessive and unreas«- 
i.ible amount of security demanded (for 
t ii> costs only) by the Stipendiary M.igis- 
trato, a retired officer, before whom the 
case was tried. This nmoont was pnly 
tsie' biiiull sum of 8 1 ,500, about $50 more 
t lan is required for an appeal from tlio 
Supremo Court of British Columbia to 
I?"!' Miijesly's Privy Council. Now, in re- 
gard to the salary of tho County Court 
Judges. As the Ordi nance does not rcf.T 
to thi> amount of salary tho County 
C jurt Jiidy;es ^f B|^ti8h Ooltimbia; are to 
receive, it i^ clear Inat to "assert that they 
are entitled to a salary of i31,200 per 
aoniim, tinder the authority of 19 and 20 
Victoria, is not repugnant lo tho Ordin- 
ance. 

The qualification of tho clerk or regis- 
trar of the County Court is th.it ho must 
1)0 an attorney. At first the registrars 
w('ro [laid by fees; but since 19 and -20 
Victoria they are [laid by salaries, »vliicli 
vary according to the number of plaints 
issued. By section 12 of the Ordinance, 
tho duty of the Clerk- of the Court shall 
bo [lerfornied by the County Court Judge 
himself or by some one appointed by hiui. 
Now as tho English Act requires that 
the Clerk or Registrar should bo ao attor- 
ney, is it the po.»erof the Judge to ap- 
point any one his clerk noless.such person 
be an attorney ? 

It ia believed that tfao inatruotions of the 
Colonial Otii.'o aro, Ihal an ordinance when 
pasHid should be complete in iipoll, without 
rolerenco to Euiilish SlalUis.

should have a complete Oouuty Ooort Ordi- 
nance ol our own, nn refereoca to which, 
and to-the lules (if any) inodo thereunder 
only, auv nori-pro(88niooal person mny eoi' 
t'le Coiirsa lio lias to purnuu to obtain his 
1 'lilits in ilui Uouniy Courts ol this Colony, 
Such an ordinance would bo noi only o( 
great value to the public, but lo ibe Siipond- 
ary Magistrates themselves, tbe mnjoriiy of

these hud "expired the vussel was rrinoved 
from the fire and qu ckly placed in the iso- 
lating iios, where it was iilosely shut dpwa, 
'i'be box was tbeo removed from tbe fire as 
far as po-isible and left alune for sbouc three 
boms. U was then opened and the beef wuh 
found to be th'irouuhly cooked, with a flivor 
superior to wh it iw sfourod by the coinmnn 
process of cioking. Dr Patki'S, in his work 
on Hyaiene, s.iys ibut to retain the iniisi- 
niUiii nutritive quuliiies ol meat it should be 
first Bu'^jecicd to an inlense beat •Ca^ to re- 
tain the juiues, and aftorwaids cooked slowly 
nt a slow ti'uiperuiure ; then, whcibur in 
boiling, slewing or rousting, ilie lo^a of 
weight in cooking will contiat of little more 
tbun water. Bui keep the poi, as M. Soyor 
found was the rule, e«peeiully among the 
poor, " boiling.liko tho very deuce all the 
time," or ]^i'thc;r«wilDgl.be dtiie.el^jtai at. 
while heat, as it too commonly is, and thtt 
result is that the tixauiis of the meat'8briuk 
and becorae bard uuJ indigesiiole, while a 
large proportion of its nuiritive products are 
volaiiiised uod escape into iho kitchen or up 
tbe chimney, lbs fat atd gelatine being 
melted oat lo the deterioration of the meat 
It appears, then, that by employing ibis 
apparatus the esseDtials of good boiling and 
stewing are secured, and the wustelulne§3 
and i)>noraDce ol incompetedt oooka counter-' 
acted. 

Ill using ibe apparatus cure mnsl be tiikeu 
that alter the conieuis of the cooking vessel 
have been bmught to the boiling point and 
abut up in tin: bnx it be not opened during 
the time required lor conking the food. The 
length of tune which diirererit meals or v.'ges 
tahlts shoulo remuiu in tbe upparulua yarieii, 
according lo tbeir oaiurc, from one lo tbruo, 
lour or nfe'hOura ; but alter they have been 
in long enough to be ihoionghly cooked they 
mny be le't shut up (we uro lolu) nvidrc or 
eighteen hours wiilumt losing heut, iiavor or 
quality.
